Jessica, age 19, lives in Irvington. She 6 1/2 weeks 
pregnant. Showed her the "Harder Truth" video. 
She called it 'nasty'. It 'bothered her'. She stated '..if 
you can't take care of yourself then you shouldn't 
take care of a baby and that is enough reason to kill 

if. Lauren follow-up up the visit with a letter. 

Jessica called her 5 weeks later, still desiring to 
abort. Listened to Lauren, who wrote her another 
letter. 3 weeks later we were able to speak with her 

again. She had decided to carry to term! Kept 
writing and calling her. 4 1/2 months later we were 
told that she is getting married. Baby Omar is due in 
late April. Praise the Lord! 



Taykeisha, age 18, was referred to Gateway by the 
Legal Center for the Defense of Life. A judge in New 
Brunswick, NJ questioned whether a local hospitals 
diagnosis of Trisomy 18 was accurate or whether it 
was simply used to encourage her to abort. 
Taykeisha was in the county jail. 

Joan and Dean were allowed by the Court to take 
Taykeisha to Dr. Arrunategui, a pro- life ob/gyn in 
Elizabeth. Taykeisha's baby showed a strong 


heartbeat and no sign of Trisomy. Joan was able to 
share Christ with Taykeisha. 

We've been able to suggest to the Court a number of 
Christian group homes for Taykeisha while she 
awaits the birth of her baby in early September.
